THE OVERLAND MAIL. 


Still Faster Time to be Made Across the 


Continent. 


The following from the Cheyenne Daily 


Ledger is verified by the Union Pacific 
office at Salt Lake: The Union Pacific is 
bound to make a record for itself in 
handling the fast overland mail, and to 
that end will add a special mail train to the 
list the first of next month. The train 
now in this service will be made a limited 
first-class passenger, and the present reg- 
ular passenger and express will remain the 
same. 


Nos. 5 and 6 will be the time card desig- 


nations of the naw trains. The-equipment 
•will be the best locomotives in the service 
and mail oars alone. There will be pos- 
itively no accommodations for passengers, 
and no one will be carried except in case 
of remarkable emergency. These trains 
will be scheduled to reduce the present 
Urn3 between Omaha and Ogden three 
hours, and the Central Pacific has engaged 
to do the same between Ogden and San 
Francisco. Every effort will be made to 
make and maintain this remarkable out. 
The trains will have clear track all the way 
through and the best men will be in charge. 
The present fast mail, the new limited ex- 
press, will be the best passenger service in 
the West. Each train will be composed 
solely of sleepers and chair cars, and every- 
thing will be provided for the comfort of 
travelers. It will be a sort of return to 
the luxuriance of the famous Golden 
Gate special.

practicable. The committee does not con- 
template actual work in the way of irriga- 
tion and simply carries oat the idea of the 
special committee of the Senate which vis- 
ited the west and southwest during the 
Summer and took testimony on the snbject. 
It is likely that about $250,000 will be ap- 
propriated for the purpose of securing 
final Bnrveys and definite information by 
means of visits to the points throughout 
the country where irrigation in its various 
forms is produced.

Competition In Ice* 


The San Francisco Chroniole, of Thuts 


day, contains the following: 


There is encouragement for the public in 


the prospects for the ice market this year. 
Prices are going to be lower. Perhsps not 
lower to the households who take three or 
fonr pounds of ice a week and nurse it 
carefully in little refrigerators, but cheaper 
to those whose bills enumerate hundred 
weights and tons. This prospect is due to 
the recent establishment of two companies 
with ice machines and perhaps a small 
supply of natural ice who will cut prices to 
get business. For three years the ice bus- 
iness has been controlled by two large 
companies. Three years ago one of them 
went into the field and waged war for bus- 
iness for two years. Last year there was 
an agreement, peace in the trade and a 
raise of prices to from $12 to $30 a ton, 
according to the quantity supplied. The 
new companies are going in to spoil the 
peaceable arrangement.

MONEY IN MANY LANDS.' 


PECULIARITIES IN THE PAPER CUR- 
RENCIES OF FOREIGN COUNTRIES. 


Plain Bank of England Note In Its Simple 


Black and Whit*—Picturesque Curren- 
cies of France, Bnttla and Italy—China'* 
Bank Bills—A Money Changer's Views. 
It was a quaint little old man whom I met 


wme days ago in a little, foreign looking 
money changer's shop near Bowling Green. 
He might have played Shylock without 
making np, with his patriarchal white beard 
and hair, his keen black eyes and curved 
nose, but a very amicable and good natural 
Shylock I found him, with not a suggestion 
in his manner of any desire to exact even an 
ounce of flesh for the time I took in asking 
curious questions about the currencies of all 
nations. I found tho old man peculiarly apt 
in the information I asked. He had handled 
money in nearly every capital in Europe. 


GOOD AS GOLD EVERYWHERE. 


"This," he said, as he picked up a Bank of 


England note, "is the plainest piece of cur- 
rency to be found in any country in the 
world, and it is good for gold in any land 
under the sun where white men or yellow 
live." 


The Bonk of England note is about five 


inches by eight in dimensions, and is printed 
in black ink on Irish linen water-lined paper, 
plain white and with ragged edges, which 
lacks the oily smoothness of our own bonk 
notes. 
"It looks easy enough to counterfeit," re- 


marked my ancient guard, "but, in fact, the 
Bank of England suffers as little from coun- 
terfeiters as any similar institution in the 
world. The notes are never reissued, but 
are burned as soon as they come back to the 
bank, and the paper is made forthatsole pur- 
pose, and that is the greatest safeguard. In 
sending a note by mail or express, the note 
is always cut in two and the halves sent sep- 
arately. 


"The showiest currency to be found out- 


side of China are the notes issued by the 
Banque de Prance," he continued, as he 
picked out a piece of paper that resembled n 
small show bill The paper itself is white 
water lined, printed in blue and black, with 
numerous mythological and allegorical pic- 
tures, and running in denominations from 
the twenty franc note to the 1,000 franc. 


"Not easy to counterfeit, but far from ar- 


tistic," was the remark of the old man, as he 
pulled out a variety of Italian notes of all 
shapes, sizes and colors. The smaller bills- 
five and ten lire notes—are about the size and 
shape of our own old twenty-five cent "shin- 
plaster" fractional currency, and printed on 
white paper in pink, blue and carmine inks, 
and ornamented with a finely engraved 
vignette of King Humbert. 
The larger 


notes are about the sue of our "greenbacks," 
and ai e elaborately engraved, but to my eye 
they are neither beautiful nor artistic. They 
are worth more away from home than they 
were a few years ago, though, owing to King 
Humbert's wise rule. 


"But here is your elaborate banknote," 


continued the old man, as he brought to light 
a gorgeous piece of paper about 4 inches by 
10. It was tho hundred ruble note of Russia. 
The note was barred from top to bottom with 
aH the colors of the rainbow, blended as when 
thrown through a prism. In the center in 
bold relief stood a large, finely executed 
vignette of the Empress Catherine I. This 
was m black. The other engraving was not 
at all intricate or elaborate, but was well 
done in dark and light brown and black inks. 


"The Russians look upon that as the height 


of artistic work,1' said Shylock, "and it has 
one merit. The paper is made by a secret 
process, and the note has never been counter- 
feited. It is also worth its face value in ev- 
ery capital m Europe and Asia. The smaller 
Russian notes, the twenty-five and fifty ruble 
bills, are about one-third smaller and not as 
gorgeously colored. The smallest denomina- 
tion in Russian currency is five rubles, about 
$2.50 in United States currency." 


IN TWO LANGUAGES. 


"Here is a peculiar bill, but a very good 


idea, I think," continued the money changer, 
as he showed me another bill "This is from 
Austria, and, like all his majesty Francis 
Joseph's currency, is in two languages. On 
one side it is Austrian and on the other Hun- 
garian, for the benefit of the Magyars." 


The bill was printed on a light colored 


thick paper, which showed none of the silk 
fiber marks or geometric lines used in our 
currency, as a protection against counterfeit- 
ing. But, like the German currency, each 
bill bears upon it a terrible warning to coun- 
terfeiters, threatening the penitentiary con- 


„ finement "to any one who shall make, sell or 


have in his possession any counterfeit or fac- 
simile of this bill." The engraving is profuse 
with angel heads and artistic scroll work. 
The lowest denomination in currency is the 
one florin, worth about forty cents of our 
money. The highest bill is the 1,000 florin 
note. 


The German currency is rather artistic. 


The bills are printed in green and black upon 
paper lighter than O'lr own gold certificates, 
and about an inch wider. They run in de- 
nominations from five marks to 1,000 marks. 
Their later bills ore being printed on the silk 
fiber paper. 


The Norwegians have a curious currency, 


but it is rarely seen here, for the reason that 
it circulates very little among the common 
people and the class that comes here as immi- 
grants. These stick to their copper and sil- 
ver coins and shun the little cinnamon brown 
bills of their government, which are about 
the size of our old "shinplasters." 


The Chinese paper currency is in red, white 


and yellow paper, with gilt lettering and 
gorgeous little hand drawn devices. 
The 


bills, to the ordinary financier, might pass for 
wash checks or prayer papers in a Joss bouse, 
but they are worth good moneyin the Flowery 
Kingdom. South American currency, in most 
countries, is about the size and general ap- 
pearance of our own bills, except that cinna- 
mon brown and slate blue are the prevailing 
colors and tbe Spanish and Portuguese lan- 
guages the prevalent language engraved on 
the face.—New York Star, 


THE WICKED FLEA. 


How He Bltei and Makes Miserable the 


European Traveler. 


Almost everybody likes to travel for the 


purpose of seeing new and strange sights. 
At least almost every person thinks he would 
like to visit places he has never seen. He 
does not know whether he would like it or 
not until he has tried it.

to Europe, and this is especially true of young 
people. The imagination works np a very 
lively programme, which is filled up with un- 
alloyed pleasure. No allowance is mode for 
any miscarriages, none for great fatigue, 
none for the lack of accustomed comforts and 
luxuries, none for unexpected set backs and 
difficulties.

Old Clothes Made New, 


Old clothing may be made to look nearly 


as good as new by pursuing the following 
plan: 


Take, for instance, a shiny old coat, vest 


or a pair of trousers of broadcloth, cassimere 
or diagonal. The scourer makes a strong, 
worm soapsud and plunges the garment into 
it, souses it up and down, rubs the dirty 
places, if necessary puts it through a second 
suds, then rinses it through several waters 
and hangs it to dry on the line. 


When nearly dry he takes it in, rolls it up 


for on hour or two and then presses it. An 
old cotton cloth is laid on tbe outside of the 
coat, and the iron passed over that until the 
wrinkles ore out; but the iron is removed be- 
fore the steam ceases to rise from the goods, 
else they would be shiny. Wrinkles that ore 
obstinate ore removed by laying a wet cloth 
over them and passing the iron over that. 


If auy shiny places ars seen, they are 


treated as tbe w rinkles aro; the iron is lifted 
while the full cloud of steam risus and brings 
the nap up with it. Good cloth will bear 
many washings, and look better every time 
because of them.—St. Louis Republic,

This monster has not only 
kept me awake all night when I needed sleep, 
but he has made me writhe and squirm all 
day. I really believe the fleas in Italy and 
Spain are more to be dreaded than the ban- 
ditti of those countries. 


Spain and Italy ore not alone in subjecting 


the traveler to the torture of the wicked flea. 
Even in the far north, where ice and snow 
dominate the year, the festive flea has a resi- 
dence. One night I went to bed, tired out 
after a hard day's work, sight seeing, In a 
hotel in Cnristiania, in Norway. Isoon found 
that I could not go to sleep, sleepy as I was. 
I thought I had an attack of hives or rash, or 
that I had captured tbe itch in some steamer 
or hotel. 
I lay in torment till I heard a clock strike 


the midnight hour. Then I became desperate 
and leaped from the bed. I lighted my two 
candles, determined to ascertain what the 
matter was. I could find nothing on my 
skin that looked like scabies, and then with a 
candle in each hand I examined the bed. II 
was swarming with a very large sized, blue- 
black flea; and I had learned by experience 
that this sort was particularly wicked. 


I took my corn broom and brushed them 


out of the bed and tried again to sleep, ex- 
pecting to have my bones picked clean be- 
fore morning, though I was to be called at 5 
to take a steamer. I struggled in vain for 
another hour, and then got up again. I 
brushed the monsters all out again, and this 
time I was careful that no part of the bed 
clothes should drop down to the floor. This 
succeeded. At any rate, I was so exhausted 
that at last I went to sleep. 


I was called in two houis; and in what con- 


dition was I to appreciate the scenery of the 
Christiania Fjiord?

IN A COM MANUFACTORY. 


INTERESTING 
FACTS ABOUT 
AN 


UNPRETENTIOUS INDUSTRY. 


Where the Bark Is Obtained and What 


It Cotta—Noiseless Machinery—Products 
Other Than the Bottle Stopper—A Bual- 
neu Surrounded by Mystery. 
There is a veil of mystery hanging over a 


cork manufactory which is difficult to pierce. 
Of the twenty factories in America none 
will receive visitors. Their employes labor 
behind barred portals and only differ from 
state charges in not wearing barred clothes. 
Of these twenty factories four are in this 
city, four in Boston, three in Lancaster, 
Pa., three in Canada, one in Baltimore, one 
in Pittsburg,«me in Norwich, Conn., and the 
rest in unfrequented places. Six importers 
feed these concerns with stock. 


A cork factory is an odd place. Scarcely a 


sound comes from the buildings where the 
industry is carried on. Noiseless machinery 
whirls with great rapidity. The only sound 
heard is that of escaping steam. 


1KB EARLY STAGES. 


Cork is soft and elastic, as everybody 


knows, and is the bark of a species of oak 
which grows abundantly in Portugal, Italy 
and Spain, principally in Spain. The trees 
grow to a prodigious size and live to the ripe 
old age of 150 years. At 15 they begin to 
bear, and continue to furnish new crops of 
bark every five years. The harvesting oc- 
curs in the early spring. At that season of 
the year a large number of laborers are 
turned loose in the wilderness and the bark- 
ing begins. Incisions are made around the 
trees and the bark is stripped off. 
It is then 


boiled to take out the sap, after which it 
passes through the pressing process. When 
dry it is cut, scraped, trimmed and put up in 
bales like cotton for shipment The bark 
varies in thickness from half an inch to five 
inches, and the price fluctuates from three to 
thirty cents a pound. 


At the factories it is placed in a square box 


and steamed to soften it, so that it can be 
easily worked. Then it goes to the saw and 
is cut into long strips. These saws are differ- 
ent from ordinary saws, inasmuch as they 
have no teeth. They are provided with a 
razor like edge instead. They make 1,000 
revolutions a minute, and if one should be so 
unfortunate as to feed his finger instead of 
cork, amputation would be just as complete 
and clean. 


From the sawer the strips go to the punch- 


ing machine. This is a simple piece of me- 
chanism, furnished with punches of all sizes, 
from three-eighths of an inch to five inches 
in diameter. It is operated with a lever and 
does its work as fast as a man can handle it. 
The strips are punched with the gram, and it 


The G«rm Theory of nitrate. 


Some people were discussing the germ 


theory of disease-a few evenings ago, and a 
doctor who was present laid down the law 
emphatically upon the germ as being jibe 
physical cause, or rather inseparable ante- 
cedent, of every known form of disease. 
When asked why, if he knew so much about 
it, he and the members of the profession 
didn't kill tho germs, or at least explain to 
the public how such causes of disease might 
bo exterminated, he just stroked his beard 
and said the germ had yet to be discovered, 
although it was well known to exist. 


"Why," he said, "we are only at the be- 


ginning of medical science. There's leprosy, 
which has been well known throughout this 
world since tho Hebrews left Egypt in the 
time of ^haraoh, and as yet we do not know 
whether tt is hereditary, contagious or com- 
municable in any way. We know absolutely 
nothing about its causes or its cures. All we 
seem to know is that it is in some way con- 
nect^ with such diseases as cancer, scrofula 
and rheumatism, and that like them it is in- 
curable." 


Just then a little child in the room began 


to break out with whooping cough," It was 
the beginning of tho third week's whooping, 
and everything that medical skill and care- 
ful nursing could do had been done to re- 
lieve the little one. "You see there," said 
the doctor; "we can't stop the time of that 
disease by one day. We may put the child 
to sleep and soften the cough a little, but the 
germ has put in his appearance and must 
run his course. The fact-is that medical 
science is now employed not so much in find- 
ing remedies as in discovering preventives. 
And, indeed, in a truer sense than Sir Isaac 
Newton, we doctors ore like chU$ren pick- 
ing pebbles on tho shore, while the great 
ocean of truth lies unexplored before us." 
The strange part of the story is that although 
the lady of the house admired the doctor's 
candor, she determined in future to call in a 
physician who had more .faith in his own 
medicines.—Chicago Journal. 


Ancient Combs. 


The oldest specimens of combs preserved in 


the British Museum belong to the period of 
the second Egyptian dynasty. They are made 
of wood, with coarse teeth rather wide apart; 
where there is only a single row there is a 
rough attempt to carve the back into a sem- 
blance of a sacred animal, such as the cow of 
Athor or the goddess of beauty. The forma- 
tion of one specimen, in bone, six pronged 
and rudely cut at the edges, suggests that it 
was worn as an ornament for the hair. 
From that time to the Middle Ages there is no 
evidence to show that decorative combs were 
muse. 


The Greeks were specially fastidious in the 


arrangement of their hair, and the Spartans, 
whose general habits were more severe, were 
no whit behind them in the care lavished

requires no little judgment 'to guard against 
imperfections in the bark. It is here that 
the greatest waste in the material is experi- 
enced. Prom a strip of bark a trifle over a 
foot long only a dozen corks can be made, 
and half of the material is lost. But the 
waste does not end here. It goes tagging the 
cork all over the factory. Even those that 
are so successful as to be molded into a useful 
form have to be sorted and a goodly number 
are rejected. So that waste is one of the 
characteristic features of the manufacture 
of cork. Within the last' few years, how- 
ever, uses have been found for these scraps 
which have considerably lessened the manu- 
facturer's loss. 


SOME OT THS 'rHWaS MADE. 


After, being punched into circular form 


the corks go to the tapering, machine, where 
their final preparation comes. This is by 
far the ihosff interesting part of this interest- 
ing industry. Hot so very many years ago 
the only tapering machine known was an 
ordinary man and his knife. 
Now hand 


made corks are unknown. 
This finishing 


machine is nothing more or less than a lathe, 
the knife of which moves after the manner 
of an old fashioned apple peeler. The corks 
are put into an iron hand, which conveys 
them, to an imaginary month, when up come: 
the knife and the shavings fly. The finished 
cork then drops out of place to moke room 
for another. When running the machine 
resembles A hungry man. Its capacity is 
about 100 gross per day. 


But bottle stoppers are not the only things 


which are made of cork. Many specialties, 
such as cork washers of. various'sizes, caps 
for pocket flasks and kerosene oilcans and 
sliced corks ore manufactured also. Sliced 
cork is used for insoles. It is also used in 
silk machinery where friction occurs. The 
cork washers are fast taking the place oi 
rubber ones, and are now considered the only 
thing with which to pack valves, as the 
troublesome oil, which eats up rubber, bos 
no effect on cork. 


Before uses were discovered for the waste 


some hundreds of tons were burned up every

upon it, calling it very shrewdly the cheapest 
of ornaments, and before proceeding to bat- 
tle the combing and dressing of their locks 
partook of all the solemnity of a religious 
rite. 
Before the battle of Thermopylae, 


Leonidas and his followers were discovered 
by the Persian spy in the performance of 
this act. That it w as in some way associated 
with worship of the gods among the Romans 
also is evidenced by tho presence of combs in 
the cista, or cylmdi ical vase with a covered 
lid, which contained the articles used during 
the rites of Ceres and Bacchus.—Behoboth 
Herald. 


The Mighty Armies of Europe. 


Statements vary as to the magnitude of the 


army which Xerxes brought with him from 
Persia for the overthrow of Greece, but even 
if Oriental imagination is allowed to dwell 
upon the figures, this array would be smaller 
than the armies that several of the modern 
European governments con now ^call out m 
case of need. A complete mobilization would 
give to France an army numbering between 
2,500,000 and 3,000,000 men. Indeed some re- 
cent authorities have estimated that under 
the new military rule in a few years more tho 
number of men who would be directly con- 
nected with the army or connected with its 
military operations would not fall short of 
4,000,000. Germany could now put into the 
field an army of 2,656,000, which will doubt- 
less be increased by the proposed changes in 
the military law to morathan 3,000,000. Aus- 
tria has prepared for war a force numbering 
about 1,300,000. The Italian army, upon a 
war footing, numbers about 2,500,000, while 
the Russian army bos resources in troops 
which amount up to 5,000,000.—Montreal 
Star.

All the waste is shipped to this 
city and made into life preservers, cork jack- 
ets, cork sprinkled paper, in which glass is 
packed, and linoleum. This pulverized stuff 
is also extensively used to pack Malaga grapes 
iu, being handy, safe and light. Bed mat- 
tresses and yacht cushions are also made ol 
the shavings and are superior to those made 
of other materials. In fact, they are so su- 
perior and come so high that but few can 
afford the luxury. 
Every well furnished 


yacht, however, is thoroughly equipped with 
them. 


The cork business is probably the only in- 


dustry known to the civilized world which 
has no broker, dealer or go between. Bui 
there are so few manufactories, and so limited 
a demand for the goods, that such an indi 
vidual could not eke out an existence in it 
alone. Consequently the owners are theii 
own agents and they make their own sales, 
mostly to druggists and mineral water bot- 
tlers, the corks being put up in bags and sold 
by the gross.—Hew York Tribune.
